WEEKLY LETTER 


TOURIST DOLLARS 


RUSSIAN THISTLES for HAY 

A nepl v receiivred in answer to 
an enquiry regarding the use of 
Russian thistles for hay has 
.been selected for the weekly 
letter from the Lethbridge 
Station for this week. This 
letter was written by Mr. It. 
Clark Frazer of Naco, Alberta. 
Naco is situated in what is con¬ 
sidered one °f the dry parts of 
the province in east central 
Alberta. Mr. Fraser is co-oper¬ 
ating with Ihe Station in con¬ 
ducting regrassing experiments 
on abondoned lands in that dis¬ 
trict* As he is running range 
live stock in connection with his 
fanning operations, he has had 
cons id: ruble experience in using 
Russian thistl e for winter feed. 
His letter states: 

“Your letter of the 16th ult. 
re my experience with Russian 
thistle came in due course. I did 
not reply at once as I wanted 
to observe feeding results a 
little later on. 

I have fed it to a bunch or 
yearling steers that I am rough 
ing through — Russian thistle 
hay in one rack — wheat straw 
i n another, with free access to 
both. The v eat it about in the 
propr.rton of on e to four, on? 
load of thistle to four of straw, 
they have done well on this 
ration so far and I think will 
have come through by April 
first without loss of weight. 

This thistle was not cut in tha 
liest stage i e.. when still soft. 
The stalks were beginning to 
harden and spears to form when 
we got aro-und to cutting it. We 
cut and stacked at once, tramp¬ 
ing it well* There w*as no spoil¬ 
age of any kind. Any not 
stacked at once, but allowed to 
dry out is now practically worth 
less as feed. 

I am quite satisfied that I 
could force a larger percentage 
of consumption of thistle with¬ 
out harm, but I have sufficient 
feed to come through on the 
I isis ol their own selection, so 
ha)v e let it go at that. 

From press reports you are 
having a 'rougher winter than 
here. We have about from 10 
to 12 inches of snow'- about 25 
per cent of last winter’s average 
All range horses ar 3 doing well 
and are in extra good shape.’’

How much of the tourist’s 
dollar goes to the primary 
producers, that is, the farmers? 

Time and again, it has !>een 
urged that building of modern 
trunk highways will bring the 
lucrative tourist industry to 
the farmer’s door. There is no 
question hut that is so. 

It has been figured that 80 
cents of every dollar that tin 
motor tourist spends in this 
country goes to th e primary 
producer. That is what goes to 
buy eggs ,bacon, garden prod¬ 
uce and such like and it means 
that the money buys products 
that are produced in Alberta. 

In his article in this issuj 
Mr. A. B. Mackay draws atten¬ 
tion anew to the value of the 
tourist‘ trade and why the move 
ment to obtain hard surfaced 
highways should command tin 
enthusiastic support of the 
farmers. 

Given the essential of modern 
higways, the tour'jst trade w r ,ll 
ultimately prove a bigger cash 
producer’than wheat. 

Farmers instead of having 
to tak e chances o n a wheat 
market where violent fluctuat¬ 
ions have to be anticipated, 
will find the tourist trade 
steady and profitable. But tin 
touiists won’t come unless they 
can travel over good roads, or 
roads that are n °t entirely d f 
ferent to what they drove over 
in approaching the Canadian 
border-

their weight in support of tl.c 
movement to have Alberta lead 
western Canada in a program 
of construcing permanent hard 
surfaced higways.— Vo lc » of 
Motordom.
